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From questionnaires sent by the mduestion acre of the 
Dominion Bureau of Sve tistics +0 librarics tarovghout the country and 
from information supplied by Government officials in the provinces of 
British Columbia end Ontario, it has been possible to compile these 
statistics for four classes of libraries in the Dominion; namely, Free 
Public, Associatior, University or Coilege and Government libraries 
The difference between Free Fublic and Association libraries lies 
mainly in the fact that to use the latter borrowers nay a membership 
fee, while the former type of livrary is open to all residents of the 
cormunity. The Free Pubiic library frequently develops from the 
Association Librazy. Under the titie or Government library have bee 
classed the provincial legislative livraries, and the Dominion depary 
mental libraries. Wrere the library is that of a Government educatio 
al institution it has been classed under the title of University or 
Gollege {see notes 1 and 2 after the table). Scine of the universities 
and colleges did not fili in thenlibrary questionnairensent them. 
Many of these reported in a school questionnaire the number of volumes 
in the library. Others made no report of the number of volumes. 

information received from Government officials of British 
Columbia and Ontario gave no record of periodicals taken, consequsl +. 
blanks have been left under periodicals for Aesociation libraries in 
British Columbia. Periodical figures,for Ontario Free Public and 
Association libraries, and for British Columbia Iree Public libraric 
have been taken from individuals returns. 

_ ®%e four western provinces and Cntario have public library 
Megisiation,, making provis ‘on for the establishment and maintenance 
Of public libraries. In some eas this legislation is known as 
the "Public Libraries Act", in others as the "Free L+ ibraries Act" 
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The Yukon Territery has similar legislation for Dawson City. The pr 
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ent of and financial essi scvance %o free or association Libraries or 
institutes, Nova Scodlia also has legislation providing for financial 
aid to library asscclatvions and institutes. New Brunswick and Prince 
Edward Island have no library legislation. 

By comparing the number of volumes with the circulation 
the grand total o° the table it would appear that each volume circu- 
lated on an average five times juring the year. This is not a fair 
comparison, for under the toval number of volumes are included nov 
only volumes in reference libraries but reference volum in oircu- 
lating libraries. 

There has been no attembp to deal with statistics of libraries of 
religiousiinstitutions other than universities and colleges,and for 
this reason there aprears a greater difference betreen the totals o2 
the provinces than probably exists. 

645 libraries known to exist, 537 have reported, 210 out of 
226 Free Public, 280 out cf 283 Association, 25 out of 90 University 


or College and Be Ot. OF 46 Government libraries. A total of 
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4,127,362 volumes was shown:2,174,991 in Frec Public, 404,207 in 


Association, 906,061 in University or College and £62,423 in Goveri- 
ment libraries, with a total carculation of 10,184,163 volumes;
